Woodside  have  accepted  invitations 
to  attend  as  RNAO  delegates  a 
National  Conference  on  Nurses  for 
Community  Service  to  be  held  in 
Ottawa  from  13th  to  16th  October. 

The  conference  is  sponsored  jointl; 
by  the  Department  of  National  Health 
and  Welfare  and  the  Canadian  Nurses 
Association  and  will  be  restricted 
to  200  representatives  from  a  variet 
of  practice  and  educational  settings 
and  government  and  professional  as¬ 
sociations.  An  attempt  will  be  made 
to  achieve  concensus  on  (1)  the  ap¬ 
propriate  roles  and  functions  of 
nurses  in  community  health  services 
and  (2)  methods  for  developing  a  logical  and  orderly  system  for  their 
preparation . 

The  conference  will  examine  the  present  and  future  roles  and  respon¬ 
sibilities  in  community  health  services;  the  modification  of  curriculum 
content  >  ensure  relevancy  to  future  nursing  roles;  mechanisms  for  the 
co-or d ina  . ion  of  educational  programs  with  the  view  of  achieving  an 
educational  continuum  and  geographical  mobility;  career  patterns  for 
nurses . 

The  next  issue  of  Newsletter  will,  hopefully,  contain  interesting 
observations  that  emerged  from  the  conference  with  regard  to  innovative 
guidelines  for  the  educational  preparation  of  nurses  for  the  future. 

Jone 
Prof.  J.G.  Wilson,  Prof.  M.  Jean  Wilson,  will  attend  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Association  of  Canadian  Medical  Colleges/Association  of  Canadian 
Teaching  Hospitals/Canadian  Association  of  University  Schools  of  Nursin 
to  be  held  at  McMaster  University,  October  1st  -  3rd. 

The  theme  of  the  meeting  is  "The  Coordination  and  Integration  of 
Health  Sciences  Education,  Health  Services  and  Health  Research." 
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Prof.  M.  Jean  Wilson  will  discuss  an  "Introduction  to  the  Theory  and 
Practice  of  Nursing",  drawing  on  experiences  gained  during  the  recent 
summer  program  in  Nursing  100  and  102. 

Dean  King  will  chair  a  Clinical  Nursing  Session  sponsored  by  the 
Nursing  Alumni  Association  and  the  Faculty  of  Nursing  at  Hart  House, 
on  3rd  October.  Forty  nurses  from  ten  community  health  agencies  in 
Metropolitan  Toronto  whose  primary  purpose  is  the  provision  of  indivi¬ 
dual  and  family  nursing  service  will  attend. 

Prof.  R.  Cunningham  will  speak  to  an  "Exploratory  Study  of  Home 
Visits  by  Public  Health  Nurses  to  Patients  who  have  Attempted  Suicide", 
and  Prof.  M.  Kirstine  will  present  a  "Descriptive  Study  of  Health  and 
Related  Trends  of  Senior  Citizens  in  One  Housing  Complex".
